subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 
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Claims 1,4,5,8,1 1,12,15,1^20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Skalski (5035301) and Williams et al (4751984). 

Skalski teaches in figures 1-6, an elevator speed dictation system. 

An elevator and motor (not shown) are controlled by a profile generator (figure 1) to control 
the motor drive (not shown). Based on a load determination ( at start as well as during a 
run), the velocity profile can be adjusted and adjusts the acceleration and jerk limits. 
Skalski specifically incorporates the specification of Williams et al which illustrates the 
profile generator 10 for an elevator trip which allows values greater than designed (see 
figure 9). 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 

Smith et al is cited as applicants work.
